Will Hang For Starting 
"Bloodiest War In History"

Tokyo, Nov. 12 A’.—Death on 
the gallows was decreed today 
for Ilideki Tojo. the cold, calcu­ 
lating Japanese who led

country to ruin in the world's 
bloodiest war, and six of his 24 
top leaders. 
Life imprisonment was meted 
out to 16 others, including the 
Marquis Kochi Kldo, close ad­ 
visor to the Emperor. 

Togo, 
foreign minister at the time of 
the Pearl Harbor attack, drew 20 
years In prison.

Poultry 
Pointers 


By FREDERICK BLOCK 
If you have pullets which you 
bought from a hatchery belonging 
to the National Poultry Improve­ 
ment Plan you may now consider 
w hether you w ant to continue sell­ 
ing eggs for eating purpose, or start 
selling them for breeding Hatcheries 
usually pay 20 cents per dozen above 
th e egg price, and they like to con­ 
tract all hatchable eggs produced 
during the season. In this case you 
will be required to have your flock 
tested for pullorum 
disease. 
H ie 
hatchery will usually take care of 
the necessary arrangem ents. 
Secure cockerels at last four weeks 
ahead of the breeding season, and 
make sure (Lf you did not raise your 
own cockerels) th a t they may be 
vaccinated as your pullets have been 
Keep the cockerel* quarantined for 
two weeks and check them carefully 
for parasites. Do not add the cock­ 
erels to your pullets before you make 
certain that they are free from lice 
and mites.
